A gathering of residents in Anti- 
och's Memorial Day services Sunday 
heard Chaplain Robert A. Canfield 
plea for Americans to "Wake up to 
the challenge of Communism." 

He read a list of fallen comrades 
of his in World War II then asked 
what they would want to be remem- 
bered for. They would not want 
their patriotism lauded or even to 
let them know that their sacrifice 
was not in vain. 

"WAKE UP, WAKE UP", cry our 
fallen, he said. "Wake up, or don't 
bother to gather once a year to 
honor my memory . .; . for if you 
continue to sleep your hearts are 
not really with us and yOu gather 
only by tradition." 

The chaplain read, a report from 
the chief of the, Red Chinese Intelli- 
gence unit in. Korea which said that 
more than one third of the American 
soldiers were "weak in loyalty to 
his family, his community, the coun- 
try, his religion and his fellow sol- 
diers." 

Then the chaplain asked "Can we 
seriously honor the memories of our 
fallen comrades if we continue to 
be indifferent or complacent about 
the evils of Communism and how it 
can destroy even the will to live?" 
HE ASKED THE audience to face 
the issues squarely and honestly. 
He called for better training of 
youth in faith in the country, in the 
church and in themselves. 

'This training must be filled by 
you and me .personally. There is 
no use to meet here next Memorial 
Day unless we take this challenge 
seriously and personally," Chaplain 
Canfield said. "They died that we 
could stand here today." 

The chaplain spoke after a parade 
through town at which the grade 
school band played. The traditional 
services at the park included firing 
of a salute to the war dead, playing 
of taps and laying of a wreath at 
a memorial plaque by a gold star 

mother. 

FOLLOWING THE ceremony, a 
joint presentation by the Antioch 



American Legion and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Posts, residents moved 
to Main St. to see Miss Mary Kay 
who was slated to go upon a plat- 
form and stay until July 4. 

The entire parade and the Lions 
Club sponsored stunt was described 
in an hour program over Waukegan 
radio station WKRS. The station 
will broadcast daily from Main St.

$ and Cents of L Villa Operations 
For Year traced in Annual Report 



Part of the price of progress was 
traced at the Lake Villa village 
board meeting Monday night as the 
annual report was read by. the vil- 
lage accountant."* "" 

While income increased *to $20,972, 
the highest point in the history of 
the village, expenditures also rose 
to an all time high to $20,573. The 
transactions of running the village 
left an increase of 399 in the general 
fund at the end of the year. 

COMFARTIVE FIGURES show 
that just four years ago, the village 
was getting along on revenues of 
$13,094 and it cost only $8,347 to 
run the community, leaving a sur- 
plus of $4,747. 

Itemized, the comparative figures 
show that income is going down on 
rents and fines, going up on build- 
ing permits and sales taxes and re- 
maining about even in licenses and 
taxes. 



The figures do not include water 
and sewer operations which were 
highly profitable during the year. 
Income was $18,708 and expendi- 
tures were $12,964 for a profit Of 
$3,744. Income is up more than 
double four years ago, to give a hint- 
as to growth of the village. There 
are 187 metered customers in the 
village. 

THE AUDITOR NOTED also that 
the new sewer system was com- 
pleted during the year for a total 
cost of $292,137. 

The auditor also made two sug- 
gestions for better and more effi- 
cient handling of sewer and water 
problems. He suggested a bi- 
monthly or quarterly billing of 
water accounts, putting the bills on 
perforated postcards and installa- 
tion of a master meter to check the 
gallonage billing totals with actual 
usage. 



^Mefoibers of the: Antioch Village 
Board spoke but for a complete re- 
vision of the town's .ordinances to 
bring the laws- up /to date. They 
agreed : : that the- ■ revisions would 
come In order of -their Importance 
and first to be stiffened would-be 
a health ordinance. 
- Concern of the board was brought 
into focus' on this problem when re- 
quests for hot dog ' stands in the, 
town had to be passed over because 
the board has no power to grant or

LAST jMONTII, two . persons 
asked for permits to install hot dog 
stands on business property during 
the summer months and the board 
tabled the matters. Tuesday night 
two more persons appeared to ask 
about the legality of the stands. 
Two already have been set up. . 

Fred Swanson, a property owner 
of lots at Spafford and Lake Sts., 
had agreed to let a couple install a 
stand on his property but the couple 
withdrew voluntarily and set up 
elsewhere, when word of a petition 
of protest from nearby residents 
reached them. Swanson questioned 
what was in the petition which 
Mayor Murrill Cunningham read. 
It listed a probable decline in prop- 
erty .values and anticipated rubbish 
and litter. 

SWANSON THEN asked the 
board if it did not feel that the per- 
sons who had planned to run the 
stand had been declared guilty be- 
fore they were given a chance to 
prove otherwise. He said he want- 
ed t<? help the young couple and 
pledged to keep a clean lot, standing 
on his background of running clean 
and popular business in Antioch for 
many years. -.

The death of a Chicago woman 
in a boat fire at Sequoia Harbor, on . 
a channel leading , to Lake Marie, 
Saturday evening, signaled a grim 
opening of the summer season in the 
lakes region. It afao brought a pre- 
diction from some resort owners and 
public officials that this year would 
be the biggest ever in amount of -.„■ 
people, boats and accidents, even' 
possibly deaths on the lakes. 

Dead by drowning in . the explo- 
sion' and. resulting fire was Mrs. - 
Florence Albert, 34, of 5514 So. 
Newland, Chicago. "She and .11 oth- 
ers were on a brand hew 22-foot 
cabin cruiser and! all were thrown 
into the water. All but one person 
had on life-jackets and it is said Mrs. 
Albert did not know how to swim 
or stay afloat. 

THE BOAT SANK in about 10 
feet of water after; burning and it 
was almost an hour before the Anti- 
och Rescue Squad could locate the 
victim's body. The assistance of a 
skin-diver from, Fox Lake was re- 
cruited. 

All others in the accident were 
taken to the Antioch' Clinic to be 
treated for burns and an 18-montft- 
Old baby, Russell Albert, was taken 
later to a' Waukegan hospital. He 
was said to be recovering Wednes- 
day. ■ ■ 

Another Chicagoan drowned near 
the Wisconsin-Illinois border in the 
Fox River on Sunday — the second 
in the week below the Wilmot dam. 

The victim was Matthew McGuire, 
63. He drowned after he fell from 
a fishing boat, sheriff's deputies 
reported. He was alone.

500 at Lake Villa Hear Plea 
For Protection of Our Heritage 



An estimated 500 Lake Villa resi- 
dents heard a detailed description 
of our priceless heritage — the Amer- 
ican Way of Life — Saturday as they 
paid tribute to war dead in Memor- 
ial day services. 

The talk, by Melvin E. Colbert, 
principal of the Lake Villa School, 
followed a parade including bands 
and .the high-stepping Kadettes drill 
team 

COLBERT ESTIMATED that 2& 
million people have died in wars 
to preserve our priceless heritage. 
"Have we paid too much?" he asked. 
Only you and I can answer the ques- 
tion, he said. 

The speaker credited Thomas Jef- 
ferson as being mostly responsible 
for laying the foundations for our 
American democracy and placed 
three of his major accomplishments 
ahead of being president. They 



were author of the Virginia bill for 
religious freedom; founder of the 
University of Virginia and author 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

THE PRINCIPLES laid down in 
the Declaration were continued in 
other basic laws and Colbert said 
that the result is the American ex- 
periment which he noted could be 
defined in six easy ideas. 

"It is the individual that is of ex- 
treme worth . . . government is for 
the benefit of the people . . . the 
people have a right to determine 
their own government . . . the peo- 
ple, through government, must 
guarantee freedom to the individual 
. . . the people have the ability to 
govern themselves . . . and govern- 
ment must, guarantee all people an 
equality of opportunity," were the 
points he listed.

The actual reduction was small, 
$12,800. Sin a budget of. $2.7 billion 
-that is almost nothing. 

BUT THE SIGNIFICANT thing is 
that It happened. And if it can hap- 
pen on^a smallgamount : It can hap- 
pen on:large amounts. 6' ^ 

I think I should point out that 
those of us advocating budget cuts 
feel that the schools and mental 
hospitals should receive adequate 
funds/; but -'the, many frills which 
can he^found , in other ^portions of 
the budget should be cut. ... 

Those' of. lis attempting to do -this 
have been called by some newspap- 
ers "the economy bloc.V'i This is a 
group of legislators from both the 
Republican and Democratic parties. 
We do not feel' this should be a 
partisan thing. But in the "first 
phase of this struggle we faced the 
opposition of most of the party lead- 
ership on both sides; that means we 
face a real up-hill battle. 

"THE $12,500 reduction was intro- 
duced by Rep. G. William Horsley, 
Republican, of Springfield. The 
only one of the five party leaders 
of either party to support his mo- 
* tion was Rep. William Clark, Demo- 
crat, of Chicago. 

I should add here that those op- 
posing economy moves are just as 
sincere as those of us supporting 
them. Party leaders who support 
the proposed appropriations main- 
tain that we must provide govern- 
ment with adequate fundi. We 
agree on that. The disagreement 
comes on what is "adequate." 

If by going over appropriations 
carefully we could reduce them by 
only one per cent (and I think a 
greater saving could be made), that 
would mean a saving of $27 million. 
That is no small item, 

BUT THE SHOCK of losing this 
battle for the $12,500 was felt quick- 
ly. Their one-time loss — and the 
public's gain — will have many offi- 
cials much more aggressively con- 
tacting legislators in behalf of full 
appropriations. 

That means the future of further 
cuts is not bright. 

Officials who contact legislators 
are not only personal friends of the 
legislator, but in many cases -they 
have powerful political friends in 
the lawmaker's home district; and 
in some cases it is the simple, crude 
matter of using the club of patron- 
age to get a vote. That is done by 
offering job openings to friends a 
legislator might name or by a threat 
to fire an employe from his home 
district if the legislator doesn't vote 
"right." 

THE ONLY THING that can over- 
come all of this is deep personal 
conviction on this matter by a legis- 
lator or a great deal of mail from the 
people at home. 

At this stage, whether appropria- 
ations are cut is largely in the hands 
of people like you who are reading 
this. If you come through with 
some mail, I think there will be 
more cuts. 

If not, you had better start dig- 
ging more deeply into your pocket.

Taxpayer Group 
Against CTA Help 

The Taxpayers' Federation of Illi- 
nois has voiced its opposition to bills 
before the General Assembly which 
subsidise the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority by a 1 cent per gallon in- 
crease in the Motor Fuel Tax and a 
property tax of 5 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation, Maurice W. 
Scott, executive secretary, has an- 
nounced. 

S. B. 896 (H. B. 1470V apply to 
Cook and 14 other counties, because 
they would permit counties with a 
population of 100,000 or more to 
levy a tax of not to exceed 1 cent 
per gallon on motor fuel used in 
motor vehicles upon the highways of 
such counties. Proceeds of the tax 
would be used by the county to pro- 
mote more efficient use, relieve con- 
gestion and lessen wear, tear and 
deterioration of the public high- 
ways. 

THE BILLS WOULD also permit 
acquisition of existing interurban 
railroads, or those parts of such rail- 
roads lying within the county, or 
payment to any municipal corpor- 
ation owning and operating a local 
transportation system for public ser- 
vice costs of purchasing, leasing, 
etc., or otherwise acquiring facilities 
used and useful for local transporta- 
tion purposes.
